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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/29/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant submits the prior art does not disclose the following limitations of the 
claimed invention: 

"notifying of information concerning adjustment of said camera apparatus for 
minimizing the amount of deviation of said reference pattern according to the amount of 
deviation of said reference pattern when said reference pattern deviates from said finely 
adjustable range", as claimed in claims 1 and 32. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Examiner's Reply: 

2. Re claims 1 and 32) In response to applicant's arguments against the references 
individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the 
rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA \9Sl); In re Merck & Co,, 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
In the combination of Matsushita and Takano when the camera is outside of the finely adjustable 
range and cannot be adjusted by the image transformation of the Matsushita reference (see 

- para.42-47) and is still in the adjustable range of the judgment pattern of the Takano reference, 
then the drive circuit is notified information concerning the adjustment of the camera (see figure 
9, step 1012 and column 5, lines 50-57). Thus Matsushita in view of Takano discloses all the 
limitations of the claimed invention.
